Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 24-30 and 36-41 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the 
claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. In the 
current case, these claims are dependent from canceled claims 23 and 34, respectively.
